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THE FIFTH COLUMN AND ITS 
WORK IN THE UNITED STATES 


The “Fifth Column” igs a term 
which has come into use by the 
war in Spain, General Franco 
had four columns of soldiers clos- 
ing in on Madrid. What he term- 
ed his “fifth column’ was made 
up of spies and propagandists and 
saboteurs already within the city. 

These sought to bring dissatis- 
faction and sedition among the 
citizens; to persuade them to sub- 
mit to their enemies and if they 
could not succeed at that, then to 
sabotage the vulnerable parts of 
the city, such as lights, water- 
works, traffic and all public utili- 
ties. That is what is now called 
in newspaper parlance the “fifth 
column". 

The fifth column has been sent 
out over the world by Russia 
since the meeting of what is called 
the ‘Third Internationaie’, That 
was a meeting in Moscow at which 
it was decided that communism 
should become an _ international 
matter, and Russians were sent 
into all countries of the world, the 
United States included, 

The fifth column has been used 
to perfection in Hitler's conquests. 
Before his armies have ever in- 
vaded a country, his propagandists 
have gone before telling the people 
that it was useless to fight for 
their freedom and that Nazism 
was a superior form of govern- 
ment, 

The Dies Committee has reveal- 
ed that the fifth column is work- 
ing in many ways in the United 
States. All the republics of South 
America are shot through with the 
fifth column and if Germany wins 
in the present war they are like- 
ly to go Fascist or Communistic. 
Even the United States may totter 
in that event. At any rate, the 
fifth column often does a more 
deadly work within a nation than 
opposing armies from without, for 
it makes a way for the opposing 
armies. 

AS we see it today, in the Unit- 
ed States the fifth column idea is 
working in evéry field of service 
of mankind known in our nation, 

For a period of years foreigners 
have been coming into our country 
bringing this idea of service and 
placing it into practice, Fascists 
énd Communists have been scat- 
tered all over our country and 
many of our own people, blind and 
ignorant, have taken it up. 

Being assured that the fifth col- 
umn idea is in practice in our 
country, let us note some of the 
fields in which it has been and is 
effective: 

1, There is the INDUSTRIAL 
FIELD. Labor and capital have 
been at outs for some time and no 
agreement stands between them 
very long. 

2, There is the SOCIAL FIELD, 
where society has gone crazy with 
an emotional type of entertain- 
ment that is a detriment to char- 
acter and decency, and is fast 
causing a moral decay. With mor- 
al decay as we have it now we do 
not have sufficient materials in 
man-power to build an army of. 
With no principle of character, no 
standard for living socially, with 
no gauge to halt the fast-moving 
social order, HOW can we expect 
to hold together as a nation? 

3. There is another particular 
field probably doing more to tear 
away the reasonableness of our 
nation than any other, and yet is 
selling its way into the minds and 
lives of our citizenship very fast. 
That field, as we know it, is the 
field of JOURNALISM, or better 
known to the common mind as 
“Propagandists”. The radio 
used to propagate news that arous- 
es the people. The newspaper is 
a propagandist’s item. They tell 
what some one thinks too much 
and do not give the truth as it 
actually appears, All this publici- 
ty gives to our citizenship a scare 
that makes them move in unreal 
ways, 

4. Then the RELIGIOUS 
FIELD is affected. This Eastern 
War is nothing more than a war 
tor freedom of religion, speech 
and press. The religious field is 
affected in the United States and 
is a serious problem for American 
citizenship. Propagandists make 
it unnecessary to attend a religious 
worship to stand for the good. 
Anti-religionists have founded oth- 
er actions for Sunday instead of 
attending church services and de- 
ing the Lord’s work on the Sab- 
bath Day. Sabbath breaking is 
very common to all,

MALACHI DEMANDS HONESTY 
TOWARD GOD 


LESSON TEXT—Malachi 3:7-18. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Bring ye all the 
tithes Into the storehouse, that there may 
be meat In mine house, and prove me 
how herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room enough to 
receive {t.—Malachi 3:10, 


Spiritually sick—and desperately 
s0—was Israel in the days of Mal- 
achi, The nation had been released 
from captivity in Babylon and had 
been back in their own land for 
almost a century. The outburst of 
religious enthusiasm which charac- 
terized their return had resulted in 
the rebuilding of the temple (Ezra 
1:1-4), In this they were encour- 
aged by Haggai, as we recall from 
our lesson of last Sunday, They had 
later been led by Nehemiah in re- 
newed Interest in spiritual things 
and in the rebuilding of the city 
wall, but now again they had turned 
away from God. Malachi came 
with what one might call God's last 
word before judgment upon their 
sins. The lesson centers sround 
four words, 

I, Apostasy. 

“Ye have turned aside’ (v. 7, 
R. V.). This was God's complaint 
against His people. In spite of His 
blessings upon them, they had inter- 
married with the heathen, they had 
dealt treacherously with their breth- 
ren, and had neglected to worship 
God. What was even worse, they 
felt no conviction about their sin 
and denied that they owed God any- 
thing, not even the debt of common 
gratitude, 

Read the insolent, self-confident 
questions and assertions of the 
people in verses 7, 8, 13 and 14, 
Think how perfectly they fit the atti- 
tude of thousands of unbelievers and 
backslidden Christians in our day. 
One might almost think that Mal- 
achi were reading the secret 
thoughts of our own people, and pos- 
sibly of our own hearts. 

II, Robbery. 

Illness commonly has its center of 
infection, whether it be physical or 
spiritual sickness. Malachi struck 
at a very vital point when he re- 
vealed that the heart of Israel's dif- 
ficulty was dishonesty toward God, 

That dishonesty reflected itself in 
spiritual things, but, since Malachi 
was talking to an arguing genera- 
tion (just like ours), he gave them 
a concrete illustration of their deceit 
-they had withheld from God the 
tithes and offerings. 

Men who would never cheat the 
telephone company out of a nickel 
will rob God consistently Sunday 
after Sunday by sanctimoniously 
slipping a thin dime into the collec- 
tion plate. If that is all a man can 
and should give, God will bless it 
and multiply it for His glory. But 
certainly it does not befit one who 
lives in luxury to give God's work 
the smallest piece of change which 
he can decently slip into the plate. 

Tithing may be said to be an Old 
Testament principle. Doubtless it 
is also true that the principle of New 
Testament Christianity is that all 
we have belongs to God, but often 
the one who hides behind that fact 
does not give as much as the people 
of Old Testament times. Is that 
honest? 

Il, Judgment. 

God is love, but that does not 
mean that His patience is without 
limit nor that He will forever with- 
hold judgment. He says, through 
Malachi (vy, 9), ‘Ye are cursed with 
a curse."’ The blessing has been 
withheld (v. 10). The devourer is 
in the land (vy. 11). He promised 
them release and blessing if they 
repented and returned to the right 
way, which obviously means that 
their failure to do so would bring 
judgment. We know that Israel 
despised God's warning and to this 
day is paying for its sin. Will 
America be wise enough to heed 
God's call? 

IV. Blessing. 

So often the loving God had to 
speak through His prophets of im- 
pending judgment on sin, but how 
gracious He is in that He always 
holds out the promise of blessing for 
repentance and obedience. 

Look at the precious promise in 
verse 10. Thousands of Christians 
join the writer in saying, ‘'That is 
true in A. D. 1940 just as it was 
in 400 B. C."" Read verses 1i and 
12. Note that our God is not only 
a great God, but a good God. 
Consider the blessings of spiritual 
fellowship—the certainty of victory 
revealed in verses 16 and 17. One 
marvels that Israel could resist such 
a loving plea just as one wonders 
also why men of our own day of 
God's grace still resist His gracious

CONSERVATION IN ALABAMA 
PAYS MORE THAN 14 MILLION 


AUBURN, Ala,--AAA checks 
nearly 305,000 of them totaling 
$14,600,000 have gone to Ala- 
bama farmers for soil conserving 
#nd soil improving practices and 
tor diverting land from soil de- 
pleting crops during 1939. 

The annual attempt by farmers 
to halt the ravages of erosion, to 
build new fertility in the soil, to 
produce more of the feed crops 
and pastures they need and to re- 
duce cotton acreages will bring 
them nearly $16,000,000 with 309,- 
000 farmers receiving AAA finan- 
cial assistance when payments are 
completed, says A. W, Jones, State 
AAA Administrator, 

Aside from diverting acreages 
from soil depleting crops like cot- 
ton and peanuts, farmers terrac- 
ed, planted legumes, established 
pastures, planted and _ protected 
trees, grew more hay and other 
feed crops and applied thousands 
cf pounds of phosphate and lime 
to the soil, 

These payments did not repre- 
sent the entire value in money 
and efforts expended, Jones snid 
adding that AAA payments for 
the various soil building practices 
—the most important phase of 
the AAA program—is not and nev- 
er was intended to be a ‘gift’ or 
repayment to farmers for doing 
improvement on their farms, They 
are only to help farmers bear the 
expense involved in adopting these 
practices”, 

In addition to the above pnay- 
ments farmers have already re- 
ceived $8,812,926 in price adjust- 
ment, or parity payments, Total 
payments going to 309,000 farm- 
ers will total over $23,000,000 for 
the 1939 program, Jones said. 
ALABAMA FARMERS LEARN 

TO MEASURE TIMBER CROP 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm- 
ers are showing increased inter- 
est in the timber crop and are 
learning to measure and appraise 
timber prior to selling, Rufus 
Page, Jr., Extension forester, says. 

In 1989, 262 farmers in 28 Ala- 
bama counties received advice and 
assistance from county agents in 
timber scaling. A total of 171 
timber estimating and appraisal 
demonstrations in 44 counties have 
been scheduled for 1940, To date 
in 44 group meetings, this sub- 
ject has been discussed by county 
agents—assisted by the extension 
foresters. 

In these meetings use of exist- 
ing log rules, rate of timber 
growth, proper harvesting meth- 
ods, and appraisal of standing tim- 
ber were discussed and trees, 
usually on an acre of land, were 
properly marked for selective cut- 
ting and each marked tree scaled 
to determine the board foot con- 
tent. Every county agent in Ala- 
bama has a set of timber and log 
scale sticks which will be loaned 
to farmers upon request.

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It is amazing that some people are content to live 
in Elba. 

It is human nature, of course, to think that greener 
pastures must be looked for away from home; but we 
do not always realize that we are helping to keep such 
pastures green. Jf we are helping to make other com- 
munities more prosperous it is certain that we can im- 
prove our own community until it is just as enticing as 
those elsewhere. If we do make our homes here, this 
is our first duty to Elba. 


Why are a pair of shoes, a hat, or a suit of clothes 
so much better when they are bought elsewhere than 
they are when purchased in Elba? In most cases the 
goods are identical, being made of the same material, 
bearing the same label, and manufactured in the same 
factory. The prices are certainly no higher in Elba; 
as a matter of fact, they are usually lower. When we 
count the value of our time lost and the cost of transpor- 
tation to go to some other city to do our buying, we pay 
a very dear price for what we get. 


Many advantages could be listed for trading in 
Elba. It keeps our money circulating where it does us 
the most good; it helps those who are in business here 
and it gives employment to many who need work. Best 
of all, it helps to build our community. When our 
people are prosperous, our schools flourish, our civic 
organizations strive to do greater things, and more in- 
terest is taken in our churches. The money we spend 
here is used to pave more streets, provide better equip- 
ment for our schools, and promote’ undertakings that 
are of permanent value to us all. Spent elsewhere, our 
money goes to build up some other community. 


Citizens should support their home community 
whenever possible. The man who sees that the gas tank 
of his automobile is full to overflowing before he leaves 
Klba has the right spirit. The service station manager 
will then have a little money to spend in Elba. The 
woman who buys shoe polish for her children at our ten 
cent stores is doing her bit. Every little purchase, ever 
to a pack of cigarettes, helps our city that much. 


Of course, there are times when we may have to go 
outside for the things that we must have, but in most 
cases such things could be ordered at no extra expense 
tous.

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FARMERS TO INCREASE SOLL- 
BUILDING WORK IN COREE 


Farmers in Coffee County are 
muking plans to carry out more 
Soil-building practices on their 
farms this fall, A large number 
of the county's farmers are taking’ 
advantage of the plan offered by 
the 1940 Agricultural Conserva- 
tion program to purchase Austrian 
Winter peas, Agricultural Lime- 
stone and 20 per cent Superphos- 
phate, 

A series of meetings were held 
over the county by Hugh D, Sex- 
ton, county agent, to explain the 
purchase plan to the farmers, af- 
ter which beat committeemen 
made farm to farm visits to fur- 
ther explain the plan and to take 
‘“pplications for the Grant of Aid 
material, As a result of the edu- 
eational work and the intensive 
work done by beat committeemen 
farmers in the county have sub- 
mitted requests for the following 
amounts of Grant of Aid material: 

Austrian Winter peas, 185,900 
pounds; Agricultural Limestone, 
1,963,200 pounds; 20 per cent Su- 
perphosphate, 857,500 pounds,

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Fetes to Mark 
Historic Trip 


Three Southwest States to 
Re-enact 1540 Tour 
Of Coronado. 


EL PASO, TEXAS.—A land of gay 
fiestas, sunny laziness and rich 
tradition is reaching back 400 years 
through the pages of history to stage 
the biggest flesta of all, a three- 
state celebration of Francisco Vas- 
quez de Coronado's futile search for 
fabled cities of gold. 

Towns big and little In Arizona, 
New Mexico and west Texas are 
busy in preparation for a summer's 
re-enactment of the Spanish explor- 
er’s journey through the region, 
their own flestas giving birth again 
to early days and intrepid men, 

For it was in 1540 that Coronado 
Set out from a little town in Mexico 
to ride into the northern wilderness 
and extend the Spanish empire by 
half a continent. His band of vel- 
veted nobles and armored soldiers 
was spurred by tales of golden 
mountains and cities filled with pre- 
cious stones, but they also sought 
to explore and in behalf of their 
Spanish sovereign establish a claim 
for the unknown regions of the New 
world, Catholic padres accom- 
panied the expedition for religious 
guidance and to obtain Indian con- 
verts, 

Historic Route Retraced. 


In connection with the celebration 
a party of historians retraced Coro- 
nado's route to determine the exact 
point at which he crossed the pres- 
ent border of the United States. 
Through search of old documents 
they established it as the present 
Mexican border town of Naco, near 
Bisbee, Ariz. The Spanish conquls- 
tador left Compostella, Mexico, 
wandered up the coast along the 
Gulf of California and struck inland 
to the present states of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 

With his army, on foot and on 
horseback, he followed Indian 
guides to a two years’ winter camp 
on the banks of the Rio Grande near 
the present Bernalillo, N. M., just 
north of Albuquerque, and from 
there made side journeys in the 
quest for gold. On one of them he 
went west to the Grand Canyon in 
Arizona; another sent him north to 
the Indian pueblo of Taos, N. M.; a 
third led east across the Texas Pan- 
handle with a swing into Kansas. 

Navy Also Participated, 

On part of the journey he was 
accompanied by a ‘“nayy'’—three 
ships sent up the Gulf of California 
to furnish supplies. But contacts 
between the land party and the ves- 
sels were never made, although 
scouting parties from the main body 
searched the coast and the ships 
sailed to the mouth of the Colorado 
river. From there three small 
boats with about 12 men each ex- 
plored the river up to what is now 
Yuma, Ariz. 

Coronado’s treasureless wander- 
ings and troubles with the Indians 
brought mutiny to the straggling 
band, and in 1542, the disappointed 
dons fled back to Mexico, their vel- 
vets in tatters and the army routed 
in shame. 

It was denounced then as an ex- 
travagant and foolhardy venture, 
but now, four centuries later, the 
results of the expedition are to be 
hailed with a summer's celebration. 
Through the Coronado quarto-cen- 
tennial celebration, tribute is to be 
paid to the daring explorer who 
Zave to Spain the vast Southwest— 
a region that, acquired by the 
United States, added a third to its 
area and gave {t an unbroken 
sweep of sovereignty from Atlantic 
to Pacific.

To Two Brothers on Farm 

SHAWNEE, OKLA.—One pair of 
eyes serves the three Smith broth- 
ers, successful farmers who live 
near Shawnee, Okla. 

Larry, 55 years old, can see. He 
aids his brothers, Plus, 50, and 
Claude, 57, both of whom have been 
blind since birth. 

The blind men do routine farm 
chores, even saw and chop wood, 
They milk the cows, gather eggs, 
wash dishes, build fires, water stock 
and sometimes even cook. 

The brothers make a good living 
on their 70-acre farm. They live in 
a five-room bungalow. They own 
glass-fronted chicken houses and 
two large cattle barns.

U.S, TAX BILL IS NEAKLY 


DOUBLED FOR ARMAMEN'TS 


WASHINGTON, 
Citizen, who has a wife 
small child and earns $3,000 a 
year, figured today that he would 
nearly have to double his Federal 
tux payments so that Uncle Sam 
could buy airplanes and other de- 
fense equipment, 

Congress has tacked on an extra 
ten per cent here and there, with 


» few variations, but when Mr, 
Citizen got out his pencil he found 
it added up unexpectedly. He cal- 
culated that his annual Federal 
tux bill had been boosted from 
727 to $49.70. This is the way 


he reached that figure; 

He has never paid Wederal in- 
tome tax heretofore, but since 
Congress cut the exemption for a 
marnied man from $2,500 to $2,000 
and added a 10 per cent super-tax 
Lo former tax schedules, he cal- 
culates he'll have to pay $13.20 
next March, 

The citizens go to a neighbor- 

theatre and pay 35 cents 
apiece, except ror the child, who 
sets in free. Under the old 40- 
cent exemption to the admissions 
tax, there were no extras for the 
treasury, but now all admissions 
vver 20 cents will be taxed at 
roughly ten per cent, and the citi- 
zens will pay about $4 tax in 
the next year on their weekly 
cinema, 

Mr, Citizen figures he will buy 
three gallons of whisky and a 
barrel of beer a year, for himealf 
und friends, The Federal whisky 
lax, at this rate, used to cost 
him about $7 a year ($2.25 per 
vallon of 100 proof), but next 
year it will be over $8 ($3 per 
gallon of 100 proof), 

His barrel of beer (about 3800 
bottles) formerly was taxed $5 and 
now it is $6. 

Mr. Citizen drives about 10,000 
miles a year, using 500 gallons of 
gasoline, The Government used 
to take 1 cent a gallon, or $65. 
Now it wants 11% cents a gallon, 
ov $7.50. 

The old radio having worn out, 
Mr, Citizen also is going to buy 
# $100 radio, on which the tax 
was $10 but is now $11, 

Mr. Citizen could have figured 
fYome more increases, because 
Congress boosted by 10 per cent 
most of its other excise taxes, 
like those on automobiles, tires, 
oll, club dues, some toilet prepa- 
vations, and refrigerators, 

How much more he will pay in 
tobacco taxes depends on whether 
he is a cigaret smoker and, if so, 
the number of packs he uses, Con- 
gress upped the cigaret levy one- 
half cent per pack, or 25 cents 
per 1,000, leaving other tobacco 
laxes unchanged, 

The steepest increases were 
inade in income taxes. Besides 
the cut from $2,500 to $2,000 in 
the married man's exemption, the 
single man's exemption was re- 
duced from $1,000 to $800, 


Roosevelt Signs 4 Billion Tax Law 
or 


WASHINGTON, D. C, June 25. 

President Roosevelt signed into 
law today a $4,702,500,000 tax bill 
lo pay for the huge national de- 
fense appropriations of the recent 
congressional session, 

Dipping into the pockets of an 
estimated 2,000,000 additional in- 
come tax payers for the first 
tume, and boosting existing taxes 
On nearly everything but chew- 
ing tobacco, the measure was de- 
signed to raise the $4,702,500,000 
over five years—$15,300,000 in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, and 
994,300,000 in each of the fol- 
lowing four years. 

These were officially-caleulated 
totals, somewhat lower than the 
Lillion-dollar plus figures used in 
eapitol hill debate, 

The measure also increased the 
Federal debt limit from $45,000,- 
000,000 to $49,000,000,000, autho- 
rizing the treasury to sell $4,000,- 
000,000 in special “national de- 
to pay for armaments 
until the taxes come in, 

Existing taxes, not counting So- 
c.al Security levies which are now 
outside the budget, were expected 
by the treasury to produce $5,- 
652,300,000 in the next fiscal year. 
The new taxes will bring this sum 
to $6,367,600,000—a total surpass- 
ed in American history only in 
1920. It compares with an esti- 
mated $5,384,300,000 in the fiscal 
year just ending.
